This Index represents initial (experimental) 
effort to provide for readers and users of The Armenian Review a complete listing of 
published articles which have appeared over the past few years. In order to be useful 
both for regular readers of this publication and to future bibliographers, two methods of 
classification are used here. Indexed articles are subdivided according to type of piece 
(for example, article, book review, document, etc.) arranged under each grouping by 
author’s last name. Each citation is followed by a selection of subject classification 
characterizing the subject matter of the article. These headings include those employed 
by Armenag Salmaslian in his Bibliographie de l’'Armenie (a review by Levon A. Saryan 
listing these headings may be found in The Armenian Review 27 (4-108): 439-446, 1974). 
Also used are those headings found in the most recent comprehensive index of the 
Review completed in 1965 (see the rear of the following issues: 17 (4-68), 18 (1-69), and 
18 (3-71) ). 

The present Index covers numbers 1-97 to 4-108 of volumes 25, 26 and 27. For 
maximum clarity and ease, indexed material is cited in the following style: Author, 
title, 25 (4-100): 3-24, 1972. The numbers are ordered volume, number, pages inclusive, 
date.
